The phone kept ringing 
and the door kept swing¬ 
ing at the Edmonton Red 
Cross office over the week¬ 
end, proof that Edmonto¬ 
nians are digging deep to 
help earthquake-ravaged 
Haitians survive. 

“Particularly, in these 
times, it’s hard for people to 
find spare 

cash,” Canadi¬ 
an Red Cross 
disaster-man¬ 
agement volun¬ 
teer Jackie 

Speclcen said.

The fact Ed- Jackie Specken,

the way that they are is an 
indication this is important 
to them.” 

Officials decided to ex¬ 
tend local office hours 
through the weekend as 
cash continued to flow in, 
days after the 7.0-magni¬ 
tude quake decimated the 
already-impoverished is¬ 
land nation. 

In five days, $22 million 
was donated to the Canadi¬ 
an Red Cross nationally. 

Individual local contribu¬ 
tions have ranged between 
$1 and $500,000, Specken 
said, adding, “It’s not how 
much people donate, it’s 


the fact that they do.” 

The charity has set a lofty 
goal of $105 million to sup¬ 
port 300,000 people for 
three years. 

The federal government 
is responding in kind, 
matching eveiy dollar up to 
$50 million. 

Money is pumped directly 
into the disaster zone, and 
will become food, clothing 
and temporary shelter for 
displaced Haitians until 
crumbled infrastructure 
can be rebuilt. 

“This is a long-term catas¬ 
trophe. This isn’t some¬ 
thing we’ll be 
able to fix in 
six months. It’s 
going to take a 
long, long 
time,” Specken 
said. 

At home, Ed¬ 
montonians 
are largely 

helping however they can, 
Red Cross volunteers said 
yesterday. 

A team of new helpers of¬ 
fered their time to the or¬ 
ganization once disaster 
struck, some walking in off 
the street ready to work. 

“ft helps us to realize just 
how good we have it,” 
Specken said. 

“Understanding we don’t 
really have it so bad is a big 
part of it.”

The Quebec-based troops 
will complement 500 sol¬ 
diers aboard two Canadian 
navy vessels expected to 
reach Haiti’s shores early 
this week, as well as the 
200-plus members of Cana¬ 


da’s Disaster Assistance Re¬ 
sponse Team, who are also 
in the process of deploying. 

Two Canadian Forces Her¬ 
cules and two C-17 heavy- 
lift aircraft, along with a 
helicopter contingent, are 
also operating in Haiti, de¬ 
livering relief supplies and 
evacuating Canadians.

Wrapped in blankets and 
with the stress of their 
traumatic experience 
etched on their faces, an¬ 
other group of Canadian 
evacuees from Haiti 
arrived in Montreal late 
Saturday. 

The roughly 200 weary 
evacuees arrived at 
Trudeau Airport aboard a 
military plane and an Air 
Canada jet, before being 
ferried to a nearby hotel 
where anxious but re¬ 
lieved friends and rela¬ 
tives waited to embrace 
them. 

Some quake survivors 
were put in wheelchairs 
and taken to waiting am¬ 
bulances, while others re¬ 
called the terrible events 
of the past few days in 
trembling voices. 


“It was horrible,” said 
Marie Jennot, who was in 
Port-au-Prince visiting fam¬ 
ily when the earthquake 
struck on Tuesday. “There 
were things I have never 
seen before, that I never 
imagined I would see.” 

Jennot remembered the 


terror and helplessness she 
felt as she saw people 
trapped in their collapsed 
homes and as aftershocks 
shook Port-au-Prince. 

“There is no way to com¬ 
municate, there are no 
telephones, no drinkable 
water, no electricity,” said 


Jennot, adding that aid was 
just slowly starting to 
trickle into the heart of the 
shattered capital. 

Another plane carrying 
more Canadians from Port- 
au-Prince arrived in Mon¬ 
treal yesterday.

Milking the farebox for all it’s worth

t’s fare hike season 
again in Edmonton, and 
this year cash fares are 
up a quarter to $2.75, a 
10-pack of tickets will 
set you back $22, and 
monthly passes continue to 


skyrocket, reaching $81.50. 

Regular fares aren’t 
scheduled to increase again 
until 2013, when the cash 
fare will reach $3 and the 
monthly pass gets cranked 
up to $89, but that’s hardly 
written in stone. U-Pass 
prices, on the other hand, 
are to climb to an obscene 
$171 by 2014, from $97 per 
semester (average as far as 
comparable Canadian pro¬ 
grams go). 

A monthly pass was $59 
only three years ago, but 
now it’s the fourth-most ex¬ 


pensive in Canada, just be¬ 
hind Ottawa and Calgary at 
$85. Toronto leads at $121 
but gives the most. 

Most other Canadian 
cities are charging between 
$70 to $74. Regina is a bar¬ 
gain at $59, while London is 
a steal at $40. 

With other cities provid¬ 
ing better service at a lower 
monthly cost, Edmonton is 
putting the squeeze on rid¬ 
ers. Thanks to a 2007 coun¬ 
cil decision, current policy 
is to milk the farebox for all 
it’s worth. 


Farebox recovery was 
supposed to be up nearly 
one per cent for 2008, but 
despite riders’ pain, and gas 
prices reaching record 
highs, revenue recovery ac¬ 
tually went in the opposite 
direction. 

With all current council¬ 
lors planning to run for re- 
election, gouged riders 
might be interested in 
knowing that Mayor 
Stephen Mandel and coun¬ 
cillors Jane Batty, Ron 
Hayter, Kim Krushell and 
Karen Leibovici were there 


in 2007 to support the in¬ 
crease. 

Outnumbered in opposi¬ 
tion were councillors Ed 
Gibbons and Dave Thiele. 
Bryan Anderson and Linda 
Sloan also supported for¬ 
mer councillor Michael 
Phair’s proposal to reduce 
the increases. 

Of the four councillors 
yet to be elected — Don Ive- 
son, Ben Henderson, Amar- 
jeet Sohi and Tony Caterina 
— I’d wager the first three 
would have came out 
against. 


We can’t know for sure 
because current council got 
a free pass on transit fares 
at the expense of riders. 
With the hikes running out 
this year, however, the next 
council may be tempted to 
continue the upward climb. 

There’s an election in Oc¬ 
tober. Budget deliberations 
are in December. We can’t 
let there be another hike 
come Februaiy.

Drumbeats called the 
faithful to a Sunday Mass 
praising God amid a scene 
resembling the Apocalyp¬ 
se — a collapsed cathedral 
in a city cloaked with the 
smell of death, where aid 
is slow to reach survivors 
and rescue crews battle to 
pry an ever-smaller num¬ 
ber from the ruins. 

As worshippers met for 
their first Sunday services 
since the 7.0-magnitude 
quake, many Haitians were 
still waiting for food and 
water and some took 
vengeance against looters.

Waste-picking becomes multi-billion dollar industry

waste Digging for trash, 
and paying for it? 

Most people would turn 
up their nose at the idea. 

Not so for Kelly Maby. 

The American college 
student is using a $28,000 
US scholarship to study 
scavenging around the 
world. Maby is no new¬ 
comer to scavenging. 

“When I was around 
eight-years-old, my family 
wasn’t doing so well, so my 
brother and I collected 
beer cans and bottles,” she 


tells Metro. “We actually 
thought it was fun.” 

It was so much fun that 
Maby will spend her schol¬ 
arship studying scavenging 
— also known as waste¬ 
picking — in Egypt, Brazil, 
Guatemala and Ecuador. 

She has already complet¬ 
ed a stay with a three-gen¬ 
eration family in Cairo’s 
Garbage City. 

“We think of scavenging 
as desperate poverty,” she 
explains. “But it’s often ex¬ 
tremely well organized, 
and much cleaner than it 
sounds.” 

Garbage City operates on 
a multi-level system, with

The global impact of 
scavenging is estimated at 
several billion dollars per 
year.

“Garbage still has a stig¬ 
ma, but that means the 
families that do it have a 
monopoly,” notes Jo Beall, 
director of the Develop¬ 
ment Studies Institute at 
the London School of Eco¬ 
nomics. “Even though it’s 
dangerous work, the recy¬ 
cling boom is good news 
for them.”

Earnings to drive TSX trading 


Gains could be elusive on 
the Toronto stock market 
after investor enthusiasm 
was dampened last week 
by soft earnings reports, 
tepid economic data and 
moves by China to curb 
bank lending. 

“Right now, the good 


news is priced into the fi¬ 
nancial markets,” said Paul 
Vaillancourt, director of as¬ 
set allocation at Franklin 
Templeton Managed In¬ 
vestment Solutions. 

“In the weeks ahead it’s 
going to be a bit of a see¬ 
saw type market because 


the good news was baked 
in and any negative sur¬ 
prise causes some profit 
taking.” 

In the absence of mar¬ 
ket-moving economic data 
coming out this week, 
earnings will set the pace 
for trading. And earnings 


reports are more of a 
tough sell than they were 
over the past year because 
expectations are so much 
higher. 

“I guess revenue of 
course is a key theme for 
the quarter,” said Patricia 
Croft, chief economist at 


RBC Global management. 

“It’s all about revenues 
so I think there’s much 
more people going 
through this with a fine 
tooth comb, as opposed to 
thank goodness they’re ac¬ 
tually reporting earnings.”

$8.6B rail-link plan 
sparks protests 


hong kong A controversial 
$8.6-billion plan to link 
Hong Kong to China’s na¬ 
tional high-speed rail net¬ 
work won approval from lo¬ 
cal lawmakers Saturday, 
leading to scuffles between 
police and protesters op¬ 
posed to the project. 

The measure to build the 
railroad to connect Hong 
Kong to the mainland sys¬ 
tem passed the Chinese ter¬ 
ritory’s legislature 31-21, ac¬ 
cording to the government. 

The project has run into 
heavy opposition and trig¬ 
gered protests in recent 
weeks because of concerns 
it will displace many resi¬ 
dents and cause major traf¬ 
fic congestion and other en¬ 
vironmental problems. 

Opponents also question 
the economic benefits tout¬ 
ed by the government and 
say authorities are forcing 


through a massively expen¬ 
sive project without enough 
public scrutiny. 

Hong Kong officials, 
however, say most of the 
public supports a project 
they say will offer a big 
economic boost to the ter¬ 
ritory by cutting train trav¬ 
el time to key mainland 
cities. 

Shortly after the pro¬ 
ject’s passage Saturday 
night, a group of demon¬ 
strators tried to break 
through a security cordon 
and were rebuffed by po¬ 
lice using pepper spray. 

Once the railroad is com¬ 
pleted, Shanghai will be an 
eight-hour journey and 
Beijing 10 hours, offering 
the many Hong Kongers 
working on the mainland a 
cheaper and efficient alter¬ 
native to air travel.

As the years passed, 
Koniuk got more contacts 
in the food industry and 
now tests recipes for maga¬ 
zine such as Today’s Par¬ 
ent, Chatelaine and Home¬ 
makers. She also develops 
recipes and does product 
development for a grocery 
store chain. Testing makes 
up about a quarter of her 
workweek. 

When she tests, she 
starts by sitting down with 
a cup of tea and reading 
the recipe in close detail. 


Koniuk sometimes uses a 
technique a colleague cre¬ 
ated and mimes out the act 
of making the dish as she 
reads.

While officials at the 
Pine Grove Behavioral 
Health and Addiction Serv¬ 
ices clinic won’t say 
whether Woods is a pa¬ 
tient, two local TV stations, 
WJTV and WLBT, report 
that their sources confirm 
Woods was there. 

In the university town 
of 45,000, “there are very 
few secrets,” says WJTV 
reporter Chris 


Williams. But there aren’t 
any certain answers, ei¬ 
ther. “I can’t either con¬ 
firm or deny I have seen 
him here,” said Chip Gib¬ 
son, director at Southeast 
Aviation at the Hattiesburg 
airport. 

“But, I can 
tell you that 
my telephone 
is ringing off 
the hook 
with news 
people want¬ 
ing to know if I 
know any 
thing."’ 


The clinic is considered 
one of the top facilities in 
the U.S. for the treatment 
of sex addiction. 

People also caught up 
with Gentle Path Clinical 
Director Deborah Schiller, 
who would neither con¬ 
firm nor deny Woods’s 
presence at the facility.

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/2 lb (750 g) pre-washed 
baby new potatoes 
4 bacon slices 
4 scallions, sliced 
1/2 round of Camembert 
cheese, 1/2 lb (250 g) 

1/2 cup (125 mL) 10% 
cream 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 440°F 
(230°C). Cook potatoes in 
pot of boiling water 12-15 
minutes or until tender. 
Drain thoroughly and tip 
into greased, shallow 
ovenproof dish. 

2. While potatoes are 
cooking, snip bacon into 
thin strips using kitchen 
scissors. Put into cold, 
nonstick flying pan and 
cook over high heat until 
crispy. Remove from pan 


with slotted spoon. Mix 
scallions with cooked ba¬ 
con. 

3. Cut half-round of cheese 
in half horizontally to 
make two semicircles. 
Score rind in criss-cross 
pattern to help cheese to 
melt. 

4. Scatter bacon and 
onions over potatoes. Sea¬ 
son with ground black 
pepper, then pour over 
cream. Set cheese on top, 
rind side uppermost, then 
bake 7-10 minutes or until 
melting and bubbling. 
Serve piping hot.
